What do seventeenth century French comedy and The Simpsons have in common? Lots of 
laughs, thanks to an old Italian theatre form known as commedie dell'arte, which employs slap 
stick, cartoonish masks and good old fashioned funny business. This year's fall term drama produc- 
tion is The Imaginary Invalid by Moliere, a French actor and playwright whose work was inspired by 
commedia. The play's main character, the hypochondriac, Argan, is modeled after famed comme- 
dia character Pantalone, a rich old man intent on hording his fortune (anyone else hear echoes of 
Mr. Burns?). 


During rehearsals this fall, The Imaginary Invalid cast had the opportunity to work with 
renowned commedia expert David Langois. From the beginning of his first presentation, when he 
showed us his collection of beautiful hand carved Italian masks, all of us were completely mesmer- 

ized. Mr. Langois explained to the cast about the history and the 
background of each commedia character. This helped us better 
understand the commedia tradition and the role it plays in creating 
modern comedy. Then the fun began! We were given the task of act- 
ing out certain characters in typical scenarios (called lazzi) and 
then presented our skits to the group. The most exiting part was the 
transformation into our characters though the use of mask. Acting 
with masks proved both sheltering and liberating at the same time.

LOOKING BACK - EXCERPTS FROM ACTA RIDLEIANA MID SUMMER 1945 


On the original crest that hung in the old Assembly Hall at Ridley (replaced with the Great 
Hall) the school motto was in Greek not Latin as it is today. “Pege Zoes Ennoia Tois 
Kektemenois.” a literal translation of this is rather difficult, but when it was used, the meaning 
that was attached to it was, “Learning is a fountain of life, to those who possess it.” 

It was not changed until early 1900s, and the reason for this change is not absolutely clear, 
except that the present motto “Terar Dum Prosim” is a great deal easier to handle, to write and 
to translate.

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Is Ridley Really an International School? a student view 


When grazing the surface, I suppose Ridley really does have the face of an international school. According 
to our prospectus, the Ridley student body represents more than thirty-one countries. We are served Chinese 
food and fajitas in our dining hall and I'm almost certain that our students play a crucial role in keeping both 
Starbucks and Amakara thriving. From the start, the vibrantly colored flags around the front circle greet the 
prospective student on registration day, bidding the particular wide-eyed student to jump into the mosaic 
where cultural identities are preserved yet united beneath the overriding label of “Ridleians.” 

But perhaps we should take the time to consider what defines a true international school. Is it the statis- 
tics? Is it the ethically unique faces smiling from our brochures? Yes - the numbers do matter and I believe it is 
safe to say that we excel when it comes to diversity on a page. However, true multiculturalism seems to be 
much more complicated and much harder to achieve. Cultural exchange cannot be attained by simply unload- 
ing uniform-clad students on our perfectly manicured A-Squad; call it timidity or initial anxiety but it is human 
nature for most of us to fasten ourselves to what is familiar. Not all of us have the audacity to cheerfully intro- 
duce ourselves to a group of strangers who not only speak a different language, but are all in the process of 
forming their inner circle. 

Ironically, I think it has a lot to do with the entire idea of 'the Ridley student.’ There is an ideal mold that a 
Ridley student is expected to fit: a scholar, an all-star athlete, a social butterfly - all at once. There is what a 
Ridley student does for fun on the weekends, and there is how a Ridley student behaves, and what a Ridley stu- 
dent finds to be cool. The fact is, most international students don't fit the cast. It is only natural, considering 
the differences in backgrounds. But when you don't suit the mold, you're out of the 'main loop' somehow - ask 
a new Asian student how many parties he or she has heard of while at Ridley and you'll know what I mean. So 
when such a strong division between the so-called typical Ridley students and the others exists, cultural group- 
ings (exhibit A: the Dining Hall) are perhaps only to be expected. For the most part, Ridley is made of little eth- 
nic pockets with little flow from one pouch to another. Then come the stereotyping and the separated lunch 
tables. Wait, whatever happened to the exceptional learning environment that gives us a broader world per- 
spective? 

The thing is, we do have a greatly diverse student population - in ethnicity as well as interests and hobbies. 
It's just that we've taken it for granted and do not emphasize the opportunities available to acquire knowledge 
that goes beyond the textbooks just from having such different people around with whom to interact. It's inter- 
esting that Middle School seems to be a more integrated community than we are. Perhaps we could benefit 
from a Big Sister/Brother program that promotes cultural exchange or a kitchen or a cooking day once a month 
where international students can cook their own meals. Cultures need exposure before they can be appreciated 
and celebrated. And though we do try (exhibit B: International Day where everyone dresses up in their country 
colors and the brave participate in a hot dog contest), we've still got a long way to go. Recognizing this is the 
first step in creating a truly multicultural Ridley.

THE STRATEGIC PLAN FOR RIDLEY 


“Value the Past, Inform the Present, Inspire the Future” 


Ridley has a well-established reputation that is anchored in the history of the 
school and a commitment to excellence. This has served, and will continue 

to serve, Ridley well. However, in order to maintain Ridley's place as a leading 
educational institution, it is time to inspire the future with new long-term 
strategies. Seizing this unique moment, Ridley has created a dynamic strate- 
gic plan that sets the course for Ridley for the next five years. 


Our Strategic Plan represents a tremendous achievement for the entire Ridley 
community and a significant milestone in the school's historic journey. As we 
embark on this new and challenging journey, I would like to share with you 
some of the highlights of the strategic planning process as well as some of the 
great successes along the way. 


Strategic Planning Process ... Engaging the Ridley Community 


Our consulting partner, TKMC, developed a unique strategic planning 
process designed to engage the Ridley Community in the blueprint for the 
school's evolution over the next five years. To develop a baseline under- 
standing of the current strengths and emerging issues at Ridley College, early 
stakeholder consultation activities focused on interviews with the Advisory 
Committee, Senior Administration, and Board of Governors. 





In June 2005, a number of focus groups were conducted to engage the broad- 
er Ridley Community in identifying not only the present challenges con- 
fronting the school, but also the unique opportunities for enhancing the 
Ridley experience. Capturing the early perspectives of Ridley parents, pre- 
fects, alumni and staff was critically important in setting the stage for future 
direction of the school. Integrating the learnings from the stakeholder inter- 
views and focus groups, two Professional Development Sessions were held 
for the Ridley Faculty at the end of June 2005. Based on the themes that 
emerged from early consultations, the sessions focused on broadly examin- 
ing the current Ridley environment and identifying strategies for change. 


In September 2005, Ridley hosted a Thought Leaders Forum as an opportuni- 
ty to engage the Ridley community in the strategic planning process. 
Approximately 180 members of the Ridley family, including parents, stu- 
dents, Board, faculty, staff and alumni, attended the interactive learning 
forum. Over the course of the day, participants listened to a variety of com- 
pelling speakers in the fields of global economics, spirituality, technology, 
demographics and boarding schools trends. Following the speakers, partici- 
pants had the opportunity for meaningful discussion to share their thoughts 
and perspectives during several breakout sessions. With a shared passion for 
the school, participants brought the breakout sessions to life with innovative 
ideas and challenging opinions. As Headmaster, it was meaningful to see ¢ 
enthusiasm and courage displayed by the Ridley community to engage in 
such difficult discussions. 








Following the Thought Leaders Forum, an on-line survey was launched to further capture the insights and 
ideas of past and present consumers of the Ridley experience - parents, students, and alumni. With 
approximately 750 respondents, the survey was an excellent tool to bring further strength to the voice of 
the parents, students and alumni in the planning process. The comprehensive analysis of stakeholder 
feedback included investigations into the level of satisfaction, key factors in a quality education, the core 
purpose of Ridley and values demonstrated at the school. 


With the data analysis and stakeholder consultation phases complete, a Board of Governors Retreat was 
held on October 29-30th, 2005. Facilitated by TkKMC, this retreat represented further opportunity for the 
Board of Governors to provide meaningful input for the development of new long-term strategies that will 
strongly position Ridley as a leading educational institution. Driven by the true spirit of Ridley College, the 
retreat was an inspiring and collaborative for participants to discover the “infinity of possibilities” for 
Ridley College. Confronted with a very challenging process, the Board of Governors exhibited strong align- 
ment with respect to the pillars of the Ridley experience, inspiring a new vision and future strategic direc- 
tions of the school. 


Celebrating our Success ... Important Achievements 


The strategic planning process was not just about the development of a Strategic Plan for Ridley College. 
It was about engaging the Ridley community to invest in the future of the school. The strategic planning 
exercise has presented a number of important achievements in positioning the school for long-term suc- 
cess. The strong commitment of the Ridley community was demonstrated through participation in stake- 
holder consultation initiatives that promoted a sense of ownership in the future of Ridley. The Board of 
Governors is dedicated to ensuring that Ridley College provides an inspiring learning experience that 
guides individuals to achieve their potential. Faculty and staff have a greater understanding of their role in 
developing meaningful and creative opportunities for knowledge, discovery and community service. 
Finally, driven by the Ridley community's readiness to embrace change, Administration has reinforced 
focus to transform the inspiring strategic goals into effective strategic action. 


Moving Forward ... Igniting Creativity 


As the Strategic Plan begins to take shape, an organizational journey will unfold with a future destination 
that is both inspirational and challenging. With a focus on implementation, a number of working parties 
are being engaged to focus on key initiatives identified in the action plan. Building on our strengths, the 
action plan will challenge Ridley College to achieve new levels of excellence in management, governance, 
educational programs and community spirit. It is an ongoing process with continued cross-referencing to 
the strategy. 


As we move toward the future, and re-position the school as a leading educational institution, we are ever 
mindful of the respect for the traditions and rich history of Ridley College. Together, we can embrace 
change, while valuing the past to achieve an inspiring future. The Strategic Plan will launch us into a new 
frontier of unlimited potential for Ridley College. One key aspect will be to learn from the student view so 
cogently expressed by Alicia Lee (see page 11); Ridley intends to increase international connectedness and 
understanding as a key goal. As such, Ridley must drive forward with courage and commitment to reach a 
place where there is “education without frontiers”.

For the past three years, in addition to my job as a teacher at Ridley, I have also been the 
Education Coordinator for the Canadian Astronomical Society (CASCA), a national organization 
of professional astronomers. Working with the Education and Public Outreach Committee of 
the Society, I am responsible for the design, creation and distribution of astronomy resources 
primarily for teachers and students, but also for the general public. I feel quite fortunate to have 
the chance to combine my background and interest in astronomy with the passion I have for 
teaching. 


Our largest project to date has been the Canadian Astronomy Education Website - 
http://www.cascaeducation.ca . Originally aimed at teachers and students, the bilingual web- 
site has expanded to cater to amateur astronomers, youth groups and professional astronomers 
who teach. The focus of the website is Canadian content, and as a result, several resources were 
designed and created with the Pan-Canadian Science protocol in mind. Other new programs 
such as the Canadian Junior Astronomer Program and the CASCA-Westar Lectureship series are 
“bringing the stars to the students” in fun and exciting ways. 


Apart from creating resources, I am also an educator, organizing and conducting workshops for 
teachers on best practice teaching as it relates to astronomy. On November 9 of 2005 I present- 
ed a carousel session on CASCA's latest initiatives in the astronomy education field at the 
Science and Technology Awareness Network (STAN) conference in Toronto. On November 11, I 
presented best practice teaching methods and resources in astronomy to science teachers at 
the Science Teachers Association of Ontario (STAO) conference, also in Toronto.

On Wednesday, November 
30th, the Ridley 
Community was given the unique opportunity 
of hearing noted author and journalist Irshad 
Manji speak. Dubbed a "Muslim Refusenik" 
and a voice for today's Muslims by some (the 
"enemy of God" by others), Irshad is, without a 
doubt, a force for change and liberalization 
within the Muslim community. 


Her best known work to date is The Trouble 
With Islam Today, her second book, written 
while she was writer-in-residence at the 
University of Toronto's Hart House. In addition 
to writing this book - dubbed "a revelation" by 
her supporters, "fraudulent" by her detractors - 
Irshad has been the host of TVO's Big Ideas, a 
showcase of the great thinkers of our time, and 
of Queer Television on CityTV, the Gemini-win- 
ning program on the lives of homosexuals in 
Canada. With the release of her second book, 
Irshad's ideas are now garnering attention on 
an international scale. To quote Indonesia's 
Jakarta Post: “She not only has a funky hairdo, 
but The Trouble with Islam Today has caused 
much debate.” Irshad wouldn't have it any 
other way. 


Given her impressive credentials, it is no won- 
der everyone had high hopes for this opening 
event of the Ridley Speakers’ Series. Irshad dis- 
cussed how her experiences with Islam as a 
Ugandan emigrant to Canada in British 
Columbia had prompted her to "ask ques- 
tions." In fact, the importance of asking ques- 
tions about everything was her basic message. 
Discussing such diverse topics as her own les- 
bianism, the United States' War on Terror, 
Islamic fundamentalism, and her own Project 
Ijtihad (an initiative to revive Islam's lost tradi- 
tion of critical thinking), she highlighted for 
everyone the power of critical thinking. 
However, perhaps the most exciting portion of 
the evening was the discussion period, when 
she went into even greater depth on an wide 
variety of global issues. 


Irshad's address was a catalyst for thought. 
Though everyone in attendance had a different 
interpretation and different opinions on what 
she had to say, she reminded Ridleians of the 
importance of asking questions.

Sam Anderson ‘45 Retires from the Board 


At the last annual general meeting of the Trustees of the Ridley 
College Fund Inc., our U.S. Foundation, Sam Anderson '45, the 
chair, announced his retirement from the Board. This quiet 
announcement made to about 20 Ridleians in the upper meeting 
room of the Saturn Club in Buffalo, New York deserves the atten- 
tion of the entire Ridley family as it marks the end of a 50-year 
career of volunteerism distinguished by personal generosity, dili- 
gent service, wise leadership, exceptional initiative, and unwaver- 
ing integrity. 


My first glimpse into the world of Sam's Ridley service occurred 

during my career at Middlebury College in Vermont. A couple of 

years before I started at Middlebury, Sam left the employ of Ridley 
to return to his native U.S. home and join the staff of Andover in Massachusetts. Annually a hand- 
written invitation would arrive at Middlebury from Sam asking Ridley grads in New England to gather 
at his apartment on the Andover campus. Griff Strasenburgh '66, Marshall Soules '67, Moore Newell 
'68 and I crossed over the northern Appalachians down into Boston to enjoy Sam's hospitality, to gath- 
er with other Ridleians from New Hampshire and Massachusetts and, essentially under Sam's leader- 
ship, the New England chapter of the Ridley College Association was established. 


I did not realize until much later that Sam was also a founding trustee of the American Foundation and 
a driving force in the formation of the New York City branch of the Ridley College Association. Sam 
always understood the advancement cycle of engagement through friendship and fund raising through 
education. If you understood the need how could you not offer support? And support he did! His 
annual gifts were generous and made significant differences to the Matthews Library (The Anderson 
Book Fund). He led the charge in the U.S. during three separate capital campaigns, gave leadership 
gifts in each, culminating in the establishment of the Sam Anderson Chair for History and Modern 
Languages during the 2nd Century Campaign. 





Sam was a Class Agent for many years (1945), sat on the Board of Governors and served on the 
Academics and the Nominating Committees as well as the Board Executive. Ridley is poorer today by 
his departure but richer by far for having benefitted through his love of our school. He leaves a legacy 
of heroic proportions in the world of service to Ridley.

I first met Sam when she was a horse-crazy kid. She 
and I rode at the same barn and the summer before 
she came to Ridley she leased my horse. He is still 
recovering. A few years later our paths crossed again 
when I started working at the school. Little did I 
imagine that ten years later I would be doing an arti- 
cle on Canada's premier female triathlete! 


After Ridley, Sam attended McGill University in 
Montreal where she intended to study medicine after 
her BEd in Kinesiology. Those plans are now on hold 
- she considers medicine a second career, one she 
might pursue in tens years’ time. The twenty-six year 
old is just starting to hit her prime and states that the 
top women in the sport are in their early thirties, 
Sam expects she has another ten years of competition 
in her. 


Sam lives out of a suitcase a great deal of the year but 
does have a home in Victoria with boyfriend and 
coach Cliff English and an apartment in Montreal as 
well. “You go where the weather takes you’ she said, 
‘and most of the places are pretty nice!” 


What do you remember most about being a stu- 
dent at Ridley? Did any particular teachers or 
coaches influence you? 

I loved my time at Ridley and even though it some- 
times felt like I lived at school (even being a day stu- 
dent) it was a great experience and definitely helped 
shape the person I am today. I remember so many 
great teachers and staff at Ridley but one particular 
teacher stands out as she was the person who got 
me involved with triathlon in the first place. Maggie 
Swan was my cross-country and track coach when I| 
came to Ridley. I was an enthusiastic, if not the most 
talented, member of the Harriers team. She intro- 
duced me to triathlon and encouraged me to try 
one as a good way to stay in shape and have some 
fun over the summer. 


How did you get into Triathlons? 

I did my first triathlon in Grimsby in July of 1994. | 
think I was dead last out of the water and walked my 
bike up the big hill, but I loved the sport almost 
immediately (ie. as soon it was over). I decided to 
keep doing them in the summer for fun, but never 
took it too seriously until I left high-school and went 
to Australia for a year before beginning university.

Then home 
for breakfast and a short rest before attending to 
the business side of things (answering emails, deal- 
ing with sponsors, booking travel and race entries 
etc.) Early afternoon is a second training session, 
either biking (2-3 hours) or running (1-2 hours) or 
sometimes both! Dinner is pretty early and then | 
have a few hours to chill out with Cliff (my 
boyfriend of six years) before bedtime at around 
10pm. When I am on the road a lot racing (March - 
November), this schedule goes completely out the 
window and then there are no typical days. 


What was it like representing Canada in the past 
summer Olympics? 

In a word: amazing. It was my dream since I was 
young to compete at the Olympics so to march into 
the stadium at the opening ceremonies with all the 
other Canadians was a huge rush. My race didn't 
really go as planned but just being there was an 
experience of a lifetime. 


With all your success, what triathlon stands out as 
the most satisfying race? 

The two Half-Ironmans in California this year were 
probably the biggest wins that I have had, although 
nothing beats racing in Canada in front of ahome 
crowd.

Century Building is the Mandeville Theatre.
